Hi!-, address was 
on Ih* "Art of Medicine: B.-irly Traccj 
and Tts fiolation of Medicine of To- 
day." 

We are fucort witji the rivalj-y of 
sertoii.i competitors." he told big- aud- 
ience. "Wn a.i-t out-rivaled by those 
irho know les.s of the science, but wno 
know m-ore of the Art of .Medicine. 
The sticcesBful practice of Medicine 
depends on an appreciation of the 
needs of hurnan'ity. Us art is the 
power to rollemc human auffcrlnt;, 
m.ental or physlcîil. Very tew piUients 
arc Interested in the finer point* of 
diagnosis. They, want speedy relief; or 
nt least to have their fear:, and doubts 
dispelled." 

Dean Martin's main object In trac- 
ing Medicine from early times was to 
point out Itiifrelatlon to .Mcdcinc of to- 
dy, Hg unipliaszod the study o human 
nature and the importance of iisins a 
certain amount of the psychic method 
In the healing of di.icass on the sue- 
gMllon of cure depends un the popu- 
Uirlty of all these healing-culls, of 
which Chi-istian Science is a member. 

Medicine aroîîc out of aprlinal 
sympathy of one man for another. 
Anyone who had this sympathy was- a 
medicine man. The earliest concept- 
ions of .Medicine was that the body 
WÏ1S controlled by demons. Oiscaacs 
and dea-tih were not natural and in- 
evitable but caused by evil influences, 
by spirits «fît tch' entered Ihe body cun. 
nlngly. 'I'hese demons- trould break 
bones, suck man-ow, drink blood 
gnaw vitals, and devour flesh. JJea »> 
followed unlos.s the nttture 01 thete 
spirits was found out and attacked, 
driven away or destroyed . This was 
a.ttempted by magic and supernaiural 
methods, by incantations, and the 
wearing of amulets, assisted by the 
use of medicines to contend against 
the diaordei-sf. Dr. .Martin threw on 
the screen à neolithic skull. It siiowed 
the unmistakable holes of trephinlnt 
tu operation attempted to-day. only 
by our most skillful surgeons. These 
pro. hlalorlc people made holes in the 
heads of those suffering from pain in 
the head in order to let out the demons 
causini; tho disorder. Modern decom- 
pression Is therefore the oldest know.n 
sm-glcfl.1 proceedure. This form .if 
tresitmeni w-.is followed by tmpiric- 
:sni the use of emetics, bleeding 
and transfusion. The two features of 
! Kgypllan medicine were hygiene and

j was an important psrt of their rellg- 
j ■(Ills laws.

He broiigh'.. about all 
miracles and they never questioned 
his mandate. The blind saw, tho deaf 
herd. lh« lame walked, and the ^dcad 
arose. In thi.<t way religion was.iinltcd 
to the act of hoatlng. He, who ?^-ent 
iibout doing good, was a physician 'bf: 
tb<î bcr'ly ar well aa th*; soul. And ever 
alncft ilin Church has never .abandoned 
its claim t.o beating. The hygienic law» 
of the Hebrews are striking in the 
degree of their high development. 
They had laws against epidemics, for 
the care o( the s'kln. bathing, housing, 
la.hor. soiual life and prostitution. 

Dean Martin hold up Clilncsc ami 
Japanese medicine in a moat intcrcat- 
Ine light. Their medicine, even that of 
recent dMe is built on the ubiquitous- 
nçs* of djomon.1. These demons are 
cvci"ywhore and must be ovoroome IÎ 
one la to be !,afc. This explains the 
rrevBtencc of Wtrisin. The individual 
makes hlmsetf so teirrible as to frigh- 
ton away the spectres of diease. To-' 
ward this end the ■sncr.-i and sooth- 
sayers of thi» sec. disfigure llieir 
bodies by pricking their skin and 
draining off blood to iicaro the demons.. 

Gre»k Medicine came next ;ijijij^^^ 
development of Dr. .Martin's ïKcîfii. 
In the Golden ago of Greece, medicine 
had a triple relation, to science, ^"m- 
nastibs and theology. Esculaplus was 
the Greek God of therapeutics. No 
God had such a long run. His' popu- 
larity was evidenced by the fou.- 
liundr°d tPinpies n.jili for liim. Vor 
ont ;îi'-u!and ycnis ht rem.aincd !^•! 
the importance of medicine in this re- 
spect. Its keynote was unboundcf 
faith in some individual or God wh 
healing and some incdicatlon to aid i: 
this healing. In these i.îiiiples iT 
healing people were induced lo sleep 
andi to rest. They were . induced to 
dream that their dreams might bring 
them portents of their renewing 
health. This method of suggestion 'a 
comparable to that of modem times, 
hypnotism . 

During Mediaeval times, astrology 
and alchemy were the active ctiKs: 
these were encouraged by the uni- 
versities and tflie public. We find the 
famous Xicholaa Culpeper in England, 
Professor of Physics and Astrol'osy. 
\strology WM the art of Judsins th« 
stars for their occult influence on 
human affairs. Thus a system of in- 
terpratation was evo'td used in the 
prognosis of disease. The signs of the 
Zodiac played an important role in 
diagnosis. Dr. Mrtin spoke of Parace-' 
tsus as "the arch scientist and fakir 
of his day. With all his vast chemical 
knowledge was foolish enough to be 
so conceited as to boast that he could 
cure all disease." 

Dr. Martin mentioned Mesmer who 
learned the importance of using a 
cèrtin amount of ps->-chic methods- 
in the healing of Illness. The suggest- 
ion of cure was what he was after; he 
was the inventor of Mesmerism. Tho 
belief iihat the King's touch, cbuldv cure 
the King's evil or epilepsy is' another 
instance of the value of the suggest- 
ion of cure. Hypnotism is another ex- 
ample: it i» merely suggestion with- 
out one's will. The Christian Sclent-^ 
Ists and all ihe other cults of heallns 
depend on suggestion for their success. 

".Ml those things may moan that tho 
public IS very gullible," Dean Martin 
said, "but it means more seriously, tha 
fat;h of the public. It means the faitii 
of the individual aitd the power of 
certain mr„ to wield this innucnco."

^g|P|"ng the teaching staffs of the two Universities, that ".\lc- 
Gill had admirable talent but that it was largely reserved for the 
higher years, and lectures to freshmen were rather inferior." It is 
surprisinj; to find that a man of Dr. Silberstcin's eminence should 
have uttered .such nn indi.screte statement knowing that it would 
be published and that it would be noted Ijy the public as well as 
by the r.-.ad ers of The Varsity '. Whether it was uttered at ah' 
unguarded momemt does not concern us; the statement was pub- 
lished and should not pass unnoticed here. 

In the first place we seriously doubt Dr. Silberslein's com- 
petency to judge the relative merits of llhe leaching staffs of Mc- 
Gill and Toronto. Men who arc more capable of comparing the 
Universities in this respect, by . reason of more initimate know- 
ledge of the merits of their respective staffs, would hesitate to as- 
sert the superiority of the one over the other. Such assertion 
would be deprecated by those who aim to maintain and strengh- 
thcn the friendly relationship existing between the two Univcrsi- 
:.ties. 

In the same article Dr. Silberstein is alleged to * have said 
"Chicago University is weak in Physics and is thus not suitable 
for the training of great physicists." Dr. Michelson, Head of the 
Physics Department at the University of Chicago, is generally re- 
cognized as the greatest physicist on the American continent. We 
are , inclined to'think that a department headed by a man of such 
wide repute as Dr. Michelson, would be one of the best training 
grounds on the continent for physicists. 

Why Dr. Silberstein should have singled out the two institu- 
tions, McGill and Chicago, in order to minimize the worth of any 
:of their departments, we are not prepared to state. "The Varsity" 
might- throv/ light on this by investigating' further the ulterior rea- 
sons, if any. that prompted Dr. Silberstein to digress from the 
path of discretion. -

By ci large majority the students of Brown University have 
voted^ against compulsory chapel. Students of the same Univer- 
sity, voted against afternoon classes, because an athletic coach 
stated that Brown should soon be without a well-tra?ned team, if 
•men could not turn out before five o'clock in the afternoon. These 
two actions on the part of the students of Brown University dif- 
fer greatly in principle. 

In the first instance is shown that broadness of mind that 
should be an attribute of all students. They have come to the 
conclusion that forcing one to attend divine worship is no! pro- 
per. They have realized that religious observance or religious 
non-observance is best left to the discretion of the «,'.udent him- 
self and that external compulsion in a matter such as this can be 
'productive of no good. There is no doubt that a man may be 
^^^^^nd "proper," and yet have ideas on religion that are not 
''^infiocordance with those that are generally accepted. To relieve 
» such à man of the burden of attending chapel service in" the morn- 
ing i«s an act of grace. Those who ajretaccustom-ed to worship daily 
''are in no way harmed, since the "privilege of worshipping is not 
denied them. They may attend chapel if they wish. 

It is strange, however, that students who vote to abolish the 
onus of compulsory chapel, and who are broadniinded enough to 
allow their fellow students freedom of action in matters of this 
paoTt should be the ones to vote against afternoon classes, because 
' ihey interfered with the football prospects of their Alma Mater. 
'' We have already noted the promotion, at another University of a 
ï^gridiron mentor to be professor of football; now we have a sche- 
'^dule of lectures arranged to facilitate the work of the athletic 
^coach. Soon lectures will be a matter of secondary importance; 
Vosslbly students will vote to make lectures optional, and attend-

Convulsions of three other students 
ire attributed tu the same cluae. 

Tlicso iMifoi-tiinate young iiicn arc- 
said lo have been given prcscripltoiis 
ot aspirin ami quinine by .Dr. 11. 
Shlndle V.'ingcrl, head of the- Health 
Service at tlic UnlVrorslly. and were 
filled at the 'dlspcns-ary of the college. 

l^lioii oxiuniiiatlon of the cap.'iule.s 
one containing 'strychnine has already 
been ftiund, and authoritiea are nearly 
all agreed that the chancc.s. of, it be- 
ing a' deliberate and heinous act qrc 
greater than the chance that il wa.s a. 
clumsy nnd uncalled for mlstako upon 
the part o[ thone responsible for put- 
ting It In the hands of the imfortun-

Olhsr 
capsules In his posscs.<)ion wore a!l 
rlghl. h 

How capsules containing ."strychnine 
could have been mixed wilh those con. 
laining quinine and aspirin is puzzl- 
ing Univerally authorities. Tlicy 
believe strychnine wa.v included in the 
prescription by mistake in mixing nr 
deliberately. 

Chances for a mistake Ip nil.\lng tho 
medicine arc cxlremoly .small, tho offi- 
cials .assert. The only supply of stry- 
chnine in Ihe College of Pharmacy Is 
kept under lock in tho desk of Dean 
Dvc. Whcti «II; ii.'-.ie is made into c.-'.p- 
sules, it is always made under tho di. 
rcclion of an instructor, The possi- 
bility remain.s. however, Uint the stry- 
chnine may liavr; liccn broiight in from 
ouli'Ule of the dopartmont, th.il in the 
dcpartment being under strict oiiscr- 
vatlon.; 

Although strychnine was found in 
Tlionipson's stomach, none wn.v lound 
III the medicine he still luid In his 
possession . 

Medicine Called In 

University authorities aro further 
probing the situation. All medicine re- 
cciUly isaiicd liy the illspcnaaiy lias 
been called In and all atudcnt.t having 
mi'dieliic ii-oiii that aoiirco aro warn- 
ed against using it, thii ''dlspousary 
iLivIng been ordered to slop issuing 
incdicine. 

Purtlicr ciieniiciil iiivoaiigullou of 
the inedlcino notv In Ihe dispensary or 
recently I.ssued will bo conducted. 

Authorities linvo ordered the Iiivuh- 
llgatlon ot the .Mlomach of David L 
Puaken, who died Sumlny in an at- 
tempt to dolcrinino tho exact cause of 
hl.s deaili. 

Dr. VVIllltiin A. iliiinphrlcs, who at-

death by Cornner J. A. llurpliy. Tho 
coronnr'a verdict was opidémic corn- 
bro-aplniii meningitis because of the 
vidi'mcc or tlic iV.-'. liho and the f.u l 
that tlio heiul was drawn down to- 
warda the Ijiick Instead of lown,t>l the 
front a.c) in death from .atrychnino 
poisoning. 

.\Uw llio deatli of lliils, Katurduy 
night. President Thoinpbuii , req nested 
an invoatigation ot medlnino issued 
irom tl)c dispensary, suspecting that 
poison niodlcinc may havo caused tho 
dcatli, as well aa (he Illness "of Mc- 
Carthy. 

Three inveatigatlons of llio mcdl- 
oliiB have been inado .so far. eaoli In- 
dopeiidenl of llic other. iUlrycliniiio in 
the medicine has been deflnllcly locat- 
ed in only one case, that of Timothy ,T, 
MoCnrthy.
